The people who rule this event have 
invented a new system for deciding it, 
which has met with criticism 
chiefly because, of its length and tedious- 
ness, and now it is being said that the 
Honorable Company of Edinburgh Golf- 
ers have made matters somewhat worse 
by determining that half the business 
shall be done toward the end of one 
week and the other half in the early 
days of the one that follows, leaving 
the competitors to hang about and do 
nothing as best they can over the week 
end. This Honorable Company, you must 
understand, is the very distinguished 
and dignified club of most splendid tra- 
ditions to whom the Muirfield course 
belongs, and consequently it has special 
rights and privileges in regard to the 
arrangements for the event. 

The circumstances naturally lead us 
on at this stage to a consideration again 
of the good points and the bad ones of 
this Muirfield. Whenever I set out to 
write about this course, which is in the 
heart of one of the most glorious golfing 
jcountries imaginable, I try to remember 
that, for some reason which is not alto- 
| gether clear, there is a certain kind of 
prejudice against the place, and some 
things are said against it which are not 
at all deserved. It is true that it is 
plain and flat and there are not so many 
strong features on it as there are on 
some other courses. Yet, for all that, 
Muirfield has some very good points. 
It is really a first-class testing course, 
and several of the holes eal! for as good 
secoml shots as any one can play and 
that is a fine quality in these days. You 
may always be satisfied that the man 
who wins a prize at Muirfield is worthy 
|of it. 
| But the best thing about Muirfield 
[from the visitor's point of view is that 
somehow it does always provide us with 
a thoroughly interesting championship, 
and I have faith in it to do so again 
next June, despite the system and the 
arrangements. When the amateur event 
was last played there, three years ago, 
there was the best final that has ever 
taken place since Mr. Ball beat the late 
Fred Tait at Prestwick just before they 
both went out to the war. Mr, Maxwell 
and Captain Hutchison were the finalists 
in 1909, and the former won by « putt 
on the thirty-sixth green. Thén Mr. 
Hilton won his first open championship 
there, and James Braid, too, and the 
latter won another the last time that 
the title Was played for.there, the 
“triumvirate” on that occasion occupy ing 
the first three places. 

But something nearly happened at 
Muirfield once which, had it gone through 
properly, might have made this one of 
\the most cherished of courses. In a year 
when he was amateur champion, Fred 
Tait, of beloved memory, came near to 
winning the open there.

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_ High protective tariff duties 
imposed on foods in Atstria in 
1906, ostensibly in the intercsts of 
the farmer, are meeting much op- 
posttion today because of the 
losses sustained by the agricul- 
tural interests. The points made 
by the opposition are reviewed in 
the following special article. 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—One of the most remark- 
able results of high protective rates on 
food has just been explained in Austria, 
by the publication of two brochures on 


“the subject of the high tariff instituted 


in 1906, in protecticn of agricultural 
interests. . 

it has been said that whenever two or 
three Germans get together to bring 
about any end, the first step is the 
formation of.a verein. This having been 
done, the necessary agitation, or educa- 
tion, or whatever it may be, of the coun- 
try is proceeded with. It came about, 
therefore, in Austria, about a year ago, 
that when certain people began to per- 
ceive the peculiar effects of the new high 
tariff law, what 
Oesterreichischer Wirtschaftsverein was 
formed ior the purpose of fighting the. 
agrarian party on the subject. 

The president of this union is Baron 


- Ferdinand von Pantz, a well-known mem- 


ber of the Reichrath, who, when the tariff 
was originaliy passed, was amongst its 
strongest supporters. Another member 
of the union is Professor Hoffmeister, 
who was actually ministerial secretary 
to i“e ministry of agriculture, and as 
such offcially instrume:.tal in launching 
the new tariff. 

Gradually, as time went on, the at- 
tenti of these two gentlemen was at- 
tracted by the losses which the Austrian 
farmers were sustaining. They came to 
the conclusion that there must be some- 
thing wrong, anc this led Baron von 
Pantz to request the ministry of agri- 
culture to permit him to see the data on 
which the tariff of 1906 was based. To 
his surprise he was informed that no such 
data existed; and, as the result of further 
inquiries, he discovered that the whole 
of the new tariff had had its origin in 
the views of the ultra protectionist Bund 
der Landwirte of Germany. 

As soon as this discovery was made 
Dr. Braf, the then minister of agriculture, 
commissioned the ministerial secretary, 
Professor Hoffmeister, to institute an 


inquiry having as its object the discev- 
ery ot the failure of the tariff to pro- 


tect the farmers. Professor Hoffmeister, 
in his own words, “began this census 


without feeling any doubt that he would] 


find evidence of the improvement 2f 
Austrian agriculture as compared with 
1996.” To his intense surprise he dis- 
covered that the high food tariff, though 
penalizing the urban consumer, far from 
assisting the farmer was inflicting heavy 
loss upon him. The result of «hese in- 
quiries has been summed up in the 
brochures of Baron von Pantz, and an 
interesting summary of them has been 
published in the Westminster Gazette. 

Previous to 1906 the minimum duty 
on wheat was kr.1.79. The new law 
raised this to kr.6.30. For the sake of 
protecting the farmers an enormous bur. 
den was laid, in this way, on the con- 
sumer. The excuse for this alteration 
was found in the absolute necessity’ of 
preventing agricultural decay. So far, 
however, from the increase being justi- 
fied by its results, Baron ‘on Pantz 
begar. to notice that in his own country, 
in North Styria and Salsburg, a marked 
decline in the prosperity of the farmers 
immediately began to take place. 

The reason for this decline the inquiry 
instituted by the minister of agricul- 
ture has made tolerably clear. It was 
discovered that only the large agricul- 
tural owners, or something between 5 to 
10 per cent of the farming class, were 
benefiting at all from the increased tariff. 
These large holders who possessed great 
grain surpluses were making a consider-’ 
able profit out of the higher prices, but 
of the remainder 72 per cent unfortunate. 
ly possessed holdings so small that they 
had no surplus grain to part with. 

This would have been bad enough, but 
the increased »rice of food necessitated 
an increase in wages and in al: the costs 
of production. The consequence was that 
a rise of something like 30 per cent took 
place in the wages of all the allied trades-- 
blacksmiths, locksmiths, saddlers, wagcn 
builders and others—-whom the farmer 
war bound to employ; so that there 
ocured in one stereotyped complaint from 
the farmers of steady increased expendi- 
ture ull round, while the incrcased profit 
was confined te a handful of large corn 
growers. 

The inquiry was conducted with mi- 
nute and scientific exactness and the 
brochure quotes numbers of cases, from 
the carefully kept books of the farmers, 
showing—to a single instance—how a 
cash outlay of £33 rose to £64, simply 
owing to the new tariff, while on this 
joss of £31, the farmer was only able 
to recover £16, as additional profit from 
the sale of corn. In plain English, the 
enormous increase in the price of corn 
had worked out in the particular case 
quoted to an actual increase of 50 per 
cent in working expenses, without any 
corresponding gain. 

This case is taken from the corn- 
growing districts where the agricultur- 
ists have suffered least from the in- 
creased tariff. When the grain-growing 
districts are left and the other agricul- 
tural districts are entered, the loss, of 
course, is infinitely greater. In the 
Winerwald the loss sustained has been 
persistent and considerable; but perhaps 
the worst conditions bave prevailed in 
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was known as thel- 


‘the mountainous Alpine districts. Here 
the farmers, face to face with an enorm- 
ous rise in grain, which they are com- 
pelled to purchase, find themselves with- 
out any means of recouping the loss. 

An irresistible wave of pauperism, 
Baron von Pantz declares, is overwhelm- 
ing tlhe Alpine districts, and within a 
few years, if the tariff evolved for the 
“salvation of the farmers” is not re- 
pealed, the Socialists will sweep the Al- 
pine constituencies. with the same case 
with which they have succeeded in dom- 
inating the urban constituencies. 

Meanwhile the urban constituencies, 
completely ignorant of the actual facts 
of the case, are growing daily more and 
more socialistic under the impression 
that they are being sacrificed. to make 
the fortunes of the farmer#. The sole 
gainers, it appears, are the handful of 
great owners, whose profits and whose 
property have risev in value exactly i 
prgportion to the loss of the farmers 
and the urban population. The land 
sales in the great corn-growing districts 
show an fucrease in price of 30 to 100 per 
cent, but with this exception, the whole 
of the yest of the country is suffering 
for the “salvation of the farmer.” 


RUMORS OF BRIIS

LON DON There seems to be no 
doubt that the rumors of dissension in 
the cabinet, which have been so persist- 
ently spread for months past, are 
founded on something very much stronger 
than the wish which might be held to 
be father to the thouglit in the Union- 
ist ranks, 

Nobody has ever been confident that 

the cabinet as a whole has seen eye to 
eye with Mr. Asquith. There hes always 
been a strong suspicion that the sup- 
porters of the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer were at least as powerful as 
those of the first lord of the treasury. 
Probably only the désadvantage of a rup- 
ture at the present moment has pre- 
vented the accentuation of the present 
difficulties. 
For a long time past it has been an 
open secret that the Radical members 
desired to make a far closer alliance 
with the Labor party and that Mr. 
loyd-George and Winston Churchill 
would have been willing to support them 
in doing this, while Sir Edward Grey and 
Mr. Haldane were equally firm in their 
support of Mr. Asquith’s point of view. 
Perhaps the real parting ground was 
reached during the railway strike 
last summer. Open dissatisfaction was 
expressed with the prime minister's 
handling of the situation. And it was 
said that it was only the intervention 
of Mr. Lloyd George which prevented 
a catastrophe. Mr. Asquith was known 
to have the warm support of the min- 
ister for war, Who was reported in turn 
to have spoken in the plainest pos.ible 
manner of his intentions with respect 
to the situation. From that moment 
the rift has been widening, and the 
party in support of Mr. Lloyd George 
within the cabinet seems to have been 
steadily gaining ground.

UN NEWOPAPERS GETS

It is said that the prime minister 
has determined to cut the painter him- 
self and to retire from a position which 
has become distasteful to him. What 
would happen in such a case has aroused 
considerable speculation. It is improb- 
able that the Liberal cabinet ministers 
would consent to serve under Mr. Lloyd 
George, and a compromise has been pro- 
posed by which Lord Morley would be- 
come the first lord of the treasury and 
prime minister, while Mr. Lloyd George 
remained chancellor of the exchequer and 
leader of the House of Commons. Such 
an arrangement would probably give Mr. 
Lloyd George all he could hope to ob- 
tain at the present moment, whilst the 
elections, whenever they ‘ame, would in- 
dicate who the future prime minister 
on the Liberal benches would be. 

The question which, however, really 
governs the situation is, what would 
happen to the party if Mr. Asquith re- 
signed. Whatever Mr. Lloyd-George’s 
power in England and Wales may be, 
Mr. Asquith is supreme in Scotland, and 
he and Mr. Haldane could probably 
easily control the situation there. Again 
the influence of Sir Edward Grey in 
England cannot for one moment be de- 
nied. It is openly admitted by the ad- 
vanced Radicals and Labor men that 
nothing but their fear of wrecking the 
ministry has induced them to submit to 
the control of foreign affairs being left 
in Sir Edward’s hands. 

If the resignation of Mr. Asquith 
should lead to a real split in government 
ranks, it would probably lead to a re- 
construction of parties. The moderate 
leaders, Mr. Asquith himself, Mr, Hal- 
dane, Mr. Harcourt, and, curiously 
enough, probably Mr. Burns, would drift 
towards the Unionists, while Mr. Lloyd- 
George, Winston Churchill and the Radi- 
cal section of the party would inevitably 
become more closely identified with the 
Labor men. 

How Mr. Asquith has ever succeeded 
in keeping Mr. Haldane and Sir Edward 
Grey in the same camp as Mr. Liayd 
George and Winston Churchill is one of 
the mysteries of leadership, and with 
Mr. Asquith gone it is not very likely 
that Lord Morley would succeed.

The report discloses a most exhaus- 
tive and critical inquiry into the sub- 
ject of second-class mail matter after 
adequate notice to all the parties in in- 
terest. Extensive hearings were held by 
the commission, at which the postmas- 
and the secon! and third 
assistant postmasters-general appeared 
and submitted formal statements pre- 
senting the various contentions of the 
postoffice department, together with all 
the relevant official data and evidence 
relating to the cost of handling and 
transporting second-class mail matter.

this very large deficit has been changed 
into a surplus, and that without the cur- 
tailment of postal facilities. 

Indeed, in the same time there have 
been established 3744 new  postoffices. 
delivery by carrier provided in 186 addi- 
tional cities and new rural routes estab- 
lished, 2516 in number and aggregating 
60,679 miles in extent. The force of 
postal employees has been increased by 
more than 8000, and a liberal policy in 
the matter of s-'‘aries has been followed, 
so that the amount expended for salaries 
is now $14,000,000 more than two years 
ago. The average salary has been in- 
creased from #869 to $967 for rural 
carriers, $979 to 81082 for postoffice 
clerks, $1021 to $1084 for city letter 
carriers, and $1168 to 1183 for railway 
postal clerks. 

The report shows that the postal- 
savings system was begun experimentally 
in January, 1911, and that it has now 
been extended so as to include 7500 presi. 
dential postoffices, which includes practi- 
cally all of the postoffices of that class. 
Preparations are also being made to 
establish the system of about 40,000 
fourth-class offices. The deposits in ll 
months have reached a total of $11,000,- 
000, distributed among 2710 national and 
state banks. 

The postmaster-general recommends, 
as I have done in previous messages, the 
adoption of a parcel post, and the begin- 
ning of this in the organization of such 
service on rural routes and in the city 
delivery service first. 

The placing of assistant postmasters 
in the classified service has secured 
greater efficiency. It is hoped that the 
same thing may be done with al] the 
postmasters. 

The report of the postmaster-genera] 
is full of statements of the important 
improvements in the organization and 
methods of the postal service made since 
the last annual report, and of tentative 
drafts of legislation embodying certain 
recommendations of the department 
which need legislation to carry them 
out. 

There is only one recommendation in 
which I can not agree—that is one 
which recommends that the telegraph 
lines in the United States should be 
made a part of the postal system and 
operated in conjunction with the mail 
system. This presents a question of 
government ownership of public utilities 
which are now being conducted by pri- 
vate enterprise under franchises from 
the government. 

I believe that the true principle is 
that private enterprise should be per- 
mitted to carry on such public utilities 
under the regulation as to rates by 
proper authority rather than that the 
government should itself conduct them. 
This principle I favor because I do not 
think it in aceordance with the best 
public policy thus greatly to increase 
the body of public servants. 

Of course, if it could be shown that 
telegraph service could be furnished to 
the public at a less price than it is now 
furnished to the public by telegraph 
companies, and with equal efficiency, the 
argument might be a strong one in 
favor of the adoption of the proposition. 
But I am not satisfied from any evi- 


dence that if these properties were

The findings of the commission con- 
firm the view that the cost of handling 
and. transporting second-class mail m.at- 
ter is greatly in excess of tlhe postage 
paid, ami that an increase in the rate 
is not only justified by the facts, but is 
desirable. 

The commission reports that the evi- 
dence submitted its consideration is 
sufficient to warrant a finding of the 
approximate cost of handling and trans- 
porting the several of second- 
class mail known as paid-at-the-pound- 
rate. free-in-county, and transient mat- 
ter, in so tar as relates to the services 
of transportation, postoffice cars, rail- 
way distyibution, rural delivery, and cer- 
tain other items o! cost, but that it 
Without adequate data to determine tli 
cost of the general postoffice service ana 
also what portion of the cost of certain 
Other aggregate services is properly as- 
signable to second-class mail matter. 

It finds that in the fiscal year 1908, the 
period for which the statistics for the 
postofiice department were compiled, the 
cost of handling and transporting sec- 
ond-class mail, in the items of trans- 
portation, postoflice cars, railway distri- 
bution, rural delivery and certain mis- 
cellaneous charges, Was approximately 
6 cents a pound for paid-at-the-pound- 
rate matter, and tor free-in-counlty and 
transient matter each approximately 5 
cents a pound, and that upon this basis, 
as modified by subsequent reductions in 
the cost of railroad transportation, the 
cost of paid-at-the-pound-rate matter, 
for the services mentioned, is now ap- 
proximately 5% cents a pound, while 
the cost of free-in-county and trans- 
ient matter remains as “formerly, 
namely, each at approximately 5 cents 
a pound. 

Since the commission has determined 
that the cost of handling and trans- 
porting second-class mail is approxi- 
mately 514 cents for matter paid-at-the- 
pound-rate and approximately 5 cents 
each for free-in-county and transient 
matter, Without taking into account the 
cost of the general pvstoffice service and 
certain unassignable items of expense, it 
is apparent that the aggregate cost of 
all service performed by the postal es- 
tablishment in connection with this class 
of mail matter is considerably above 
that amount. 

The postal service is now, for the first 
time in years, operated upon a self-sus- 
taining basis, and in my judgment this 
is a wise policy; but it should not be 
carried out at the expense of certain 
classes of mail matter that pay revenue 
largely in excess of their cost. It is not 
just that some classes of mail should be 
exorbitantly taxed to meet a deficiency 
caused by other classes, the revenue 
from which is much below their cost of 
handling and carriage. 

Where such inequalities exist they 
should be removed as early as practica- 
ble. The business é¢nterprises of the 
publishers of periolicals, however, have 
been built up on the basis of the present 
second-class rate, aud therefore it would 
be manifestly unfair to put into immed- 
iate effect a large increase in postage. 
That newspapers and magazines have 
been potent agencies for the dissemina- 
tion of public intelligence and have con- 
sequently borne a worthy part in the 
development of the country all must ad- 
mit; but it is likewise true that the 
original purpose of Congress in provid- 
ing for them a*subvention by way of 
nominal postal charges in consideration 
of their value as mediums of public in- 
formation ought not to prevent an in- 
crease, because they are now not only 
educational but highly profitable.

The 
aggregate postal revenues for the fiscal 
year 1911 were $237,879,823.60, derived 
mainly from the postage collected 
the four classes of mail matter. It 
carefully estimated by the postoflice de-

“Such au increase will not, in the 
opinion of the bring dis- 
tress upon the publishers of newspapers 
and periodicals, seriously interfere 
With the dissemination of useful news 
or information. A reasonable time should 
be allowed, after the rate is fixed, be- 
fore it is put into effect. While the new 
rate will be very far trom compensat- 
ing the government for the carriage and 
handling of second-class matter,* it will 
to some exteht relieve the existing bur- 
den and result in a more equitable ad- 
justment of rates.” 

The commission proposes that the de- 

“maintain an adequate cost 
so that the effect of the new 
rates may be closely observed and a 
proper basis may be secured for the 
consideration of any future proposals.” 

In these recommendations the post- 
master-general ami I heartily concur 
and commend them to the early atten- 
tion of Congréss. The proposed increase 
of 1 cent a pound in the second-class 
postage rate, I believe, to be most rea 
sonable, and if sufficient time is allowed 
before the change goes into effect it 
should work little serious injury to the 
business of the periodical publishers, 
while equalizing, at least in a measure, 
the burdens of postal taxation.

The gen-’ 
esis of the hecklér is far too serious for him to be confounded with 
any unconsidered trifle like a small boy, and the true meaning of 
his functions and their character at once appears when we remember 
that “to heckle’ means to comb hemp. So the heckler combs the 
candidate, but not mellifluously or as an act of esteem. The heckler 
began his genial career in the north of Britain, where men are given

As between a free breakfast table and high-priced silk 
hosiery there could be no question as to the popular decision; but 
when it comes to letting the sugar product of the world in free the 
cane sugar producers of Louisiana and the beet sugar producers ot 
the West will ask what is going to become of them. It is already 
openly and vigorously asserted by the cane and beet sugar producers 
that behind this movement for free sugar are the great sugar rehning 
interests now in almost absolute control of the industry. It is turther 
asserted that the placing of sugar on the free list will simply result 
in tightening the grasp of these interests and in enabling them to 
regulate prices. There is, and there can be, no guarantee. it 15 
claimed, that free-listing sugar will cheapen the cost of it ultimately 
to the consumer. 

{ouisiana’s welfare is to a large degree bound up tn the pros- 
perity of her sugar industry, but Louisiana is by no means the only 
state concerned. At least a dozen states of the Union are now 
interested deeply in beet growing and beet sugar manufacture. To 
some of these states the conservation of this industry 1s a question 
of very first importance. But this is not all. The dependencies of 
the United States owe practically the larger measure of the pros- 
perity they have enjoyed in these recent vears to the tact that they 
are able to market their sugar -product in this country. Whether 
they would be able to continue to do so in the event of the removal 
of the duty would depend altogether upon the extent to which the 
refining interests were able to control the market. There are two 
fairly reasonable probabilities. The first is that they would be com- 
pelled to compete in American markets with low-priced foreign sugar 
produced by coolie labor; the second is that they would be at the 
mercy of the refining interests and would have to come into the 
American market upon any terms those interests might enforce. 

This is the side of the sugar producer ot the American main- 
land and*the American dependencies. The side for the consumer is 
that free-listing sugar will contribute toward lessening the high cost 
of living. It may do this to a small degree; but by placing the sugar 
output of the world within the reach of the refining interests it may 
have an opposite result.

Thev are in favor of raising all public revenues, for national 
as,well as tor state, county and municipal purposes, by a single tax 
upon land values, irrespective of improvements. While Massachu- 
setts 1s striving to discover a means, by adopting some new method 
of taxation, whereby it may be enabled to increase its revenues with- 
out adding to the burdens ot those already doing their tull share or 
more, some of the other states, notably those in the Pacific North- 
west, drawing mspiration trom the experience of the western Cana- 
dian provinces, are contemplating very seriously the idea of getting 
away from the old methods altogether. And these states are being 
closely watched by their sisters, because it may be broadly. stated 
that every one of them, to the same degree as Massachusetts, 1s con- 
fronted with, and 1s striving to solve, the same problems in revenue 


and taxation. 

It will be generally admitted, we believe, that in these days with 
thoughtful people discussion has tar less weight than demonstration.

Brooklyn and the Bronx really tind a common denominator in their 
desire to protect and increase community welfare on the side of 
property, private and public, they then will be led on the more easily 
into a political unity that will insure ultimate defeat of the Tammany 
machine. Charter. reform and decenter government in Boston 
have been contemporaneous with unification of the city’s business 
witerests In an organization bent on making Boston bigger and busier. 
Politicians and private “interests” tind Boston’s Chamber of Com- 
merce and its publicity campaign steadily producing conditions that 
tend steadily away trom the old days of civic plunder. New York, 
we trust, will have a similar experience

However, while the-first city of the country was 
seemingly holding back in this particular, the second city had taken 
some long strides forward. Chicago was among the first of the 
larger communities to view with favor the proposal fer a greater use 
ot the public school buildings, but New York fell into line in due ttme 
and that city has now forty-five recreation centers established in its 
schoolhouses. Dr. Maxwell recommends an inerease of this num- 
ber to 100, and he supplements this by urging upon the board of edu- 
cation the advisability and necessity ot providing each of these cen- 
ters with motion picture apparatus. 

lie takes this course because it 1s his coriviction that the motion 
pictures can be made educational as well as entertaining. I[t must 
be recognized, he says, that there is a strong demand among young 
peojde for amusement, and that if the authorities do not help to 
provide it tHere°are individuals, who, for the financial profit there 
is ih it, will offer entertainments that are a menace to the well being 
of boys and girls. He believes that if proper steps are taken the 
schoolhouse recreation centers can be made important instruments 
tor the upbuilding of the moral character of the youth of the city. 

Not enough weight, perhaps, has heretofore been given to the 
motion picture as an educational factor. Dr. Maxwell seems to 
realize the great value of these pictures in his work. His purpose 
would be, however, to render, them educational without seeming to

At the annual convention of tailors 
just held in New York one of the leading members pointed out a 
fact that nearly every man has been silently and sadly conscious of 
for years, namely, that every new suit of clothes is so much like 
the old suit that nobody notices the new suit when it is substituted 
for the old one. This was pointed out to emphasize the fact that 
even if the man of fashion hereafter must have at least thirty suits 
he will not get real enjoyment out of wearing them unless something 
is done to differentiate them. Now, how can anything—or very 


do so. It 1s pleasant to hear from an educator of his prominence 
and responsibility that the public schools should be used by the public 
for more purposes than classroom work, and that arrangements 
should be made by which any reputable society of young women or 
young men might have at stated intervals, and always under super- 
vision, the use of a school room for social purposes. This is prac- 
tically what we have been saying at every ‘favorable opportunity 
during the last three years. If the schoolhouses are employed prup- 
erly as neighborhood social and recreation centers when not reg- 
ularly engaged in school work, their usefulness to the community 
and to the nation will be multiplied.
